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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Prosecution is reopened for the allowance of claims 1-3, 5-13, and 15-23. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-13, and 15-23 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. Claims 4 and 14 have been cancelled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicant arguments in the Appeal Brief filed on 12/14/2004 are persuasive. The feature 
of independent claims 1 and 11 directed towards allowable subject matter is the 
implementation of a circuit that includes a timer for determining the particular rate at 
which a sensor is sampled. O'Donnell Jr (6486875) teaches of a mouse pen/stylus with 
replaceable ink cartridge and Amano (5691747) teaches of a timer for controlling the 
sample rate of an input device feeding data to the microprocessor, however the 
motivation to combine the two or other combinations of references is lacking. None of 
the cited prior art of record remedies what is lacking in combining O'Donnell Jr and 
Amano, as well as the other cited references. Persidsky in view of Amano and 
O'Conner are also lacking as argued by the Applicant. Therefore the feature of claims 1 
and 11 having a circuit including a timer for determining the particular sensor sample 
rate in combination with other limitations of the claims makes them allowable over the 
prior art of record.
